MONEY SUPPLY 'CONSLSTENT WITH ECONOMIC TREND' 
da ca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 25 Jul 80 pp 1, 12 


jiext The Finance Minister Mr Saifur Rahman told the Jatiya Sangsad 
on Thureday that broad money supply in the country till June 27, 1980 
was taka 3,182.54 crore. During the same period the narrow money 
supply was Taka 1.723.97 crore. [as published) 


Replying to a written question by Mr Rashed Mosharraf the Finance Minis- 
ter informed the House that the broad money supply on June 27, 1975 was 
Taka 1,287.70 crore and the narrow money supply during the same period 
was Taka 814.53 crore. In the absence of the Finance Minister who was 

in China on the day the Deputy Prime Minister Mr Jamaluddin Ahmed read 
out the written reply by the Finance Minister. He also replied the 
supplementaries. 


Replying to a supplementary by Col (Rtd) Shaukat Ali the Deputy Prime 
Minister told the House that the money supply in the country was con- 
sistent with the economic activities. The Deputy Prime Minister said 
higher money supply does not necessarily mean inflation. For higher 
economic activity more money is needed and tie expansion of money supply 
over past few years was fully consistent with the expanded economic 
activities in the country. He further informed the House that the rate 
of inflation was 64 per cent in 1974-75 while the inflation was slightly 
over 15 per cent at present. 


The Finance Minister stated in his written reply that the Government had 
taken necessary steps for controlling inflation. He said that steps had 
been taken to increase production in mills, factories and fields and 
regulating banks credit. He said that Bangladesh Bank taken steps so 





that credit was not given to unproductive sectors. Replying to a question 


by Mr Shahjahan Sirai the Finance Minister told the House that Taka 220.72 


crore was the outstanding loan to Government semi-government organisations 


and to the private traders till December 31, 1979. This amount remained 
unrecovered from these agencies and the persons. He, however told the 
House that steps had been taken to recover this money from the defaulters. 
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viving the bankwise breakup of the outstanding loan the Miniater atated: 
Sonali Bank Taka 60.83 crore (private loan Taka 45.25 crore), Rupali 
tank Taka 18.05 crore (private Taka 11.46 crore), Agrani Bank Taka 25.41 
crore (private Taka 17.21 crore), Janata Bank Taka 34.03 crore (private 
laka 12 crore), Uttara Bank Taka 13,08 crore (private Taka 9.46 crore), 
and Pubah Bank Taka 69.02 crore (private Taka 42,62 crore). 


Replying to another question by Mian Mohammed Mansur Ali the Finance 
Minieter said that eix foreign banks were doing business in Bangladesh. 
The banks are: American Express International Banking Corporation, 
Chartered Bank Grindleys Bank Limited, State Bank of India, Habib

PRIVATE SECTOR INDUSTRIAL INVESTMENTS DETALLED

[Text] The industrial investment schedule for the private sector during 
the second five year plan has been announced by the government. The 
total outlay of Taka 2650 crore includes a foreign exchange component of 
Taka 1390 crore in 194 sectors of industries covering 14 major groups. 
Out of the total investment the share of the large and medium industries 
would be Taka 1970 crore (74.34 per cent) while that of the small and 
cottage industries would be Taka 680 crore (25.66 per cent). The 
investment schedule has two important objectives before it--(a) reducing 
dependence on import and simultaneously boost the export earnings of the 
country (b) creating sizeable employment opportunities. According to 

Mr Jamaluddin Ahmed, Deputy Prime Minister in charge of the Ministry of 
Industries the schedule on its implementation would provide 4,30,000 
employments in the country. [as published) 


An important feature of the schedule is that the new investment schedule 
has made provision for 40 new subsectors which were not covered in the 
earlier schedule. It is interesting to note that the investment schedule 
includes many industries including manufacturing of stationeries for 
education sector but there is no mention in the report as appeared in the 
press about pin, James clip, stapler etc. which are so essential office 
stationeries. [as published] Industries catering to the requirements 

of such office stationeries should come up in the country. 


The investment schedule however indicates that the country is now in a 
position to resume the process of growth in a planned manner. The 
underlying principles of the new schedule are strengthening the private 
sector, maximum facilities to private investment and self-sufficiency in 
a number of consumer goods production. The government's attitude towards 
private industry has been increasingly sympathetic and many problem which 
have so long hindered its growth are being resolved. 
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the Viret Five Year Plan assigned a supplementary role to the private 
sector with an allocation of Taka 503,00 crore (11 percent of the plan 
allocation) of which Taka 139,50 erore (15,59 per cent) was for the manu- 
facturing sector, The two year plan assigned greater role to the private 
sector with an allocation of Taka 246.00 crore out of the total invest- 
ment programme of Taka 600.00 crore,

25.595 crore as conpared to 13 per cent allocated in the Firat Five Year 
Plan and the two year plan as 4 whole, According to the draft second 
plan, out of the allocation of Taka 5470 crore, an amount of Taka 5200 
erore ts expected to be accumulated in the economy as fixed investment 
and the balance of Taka 270 crore will come from noninvestment expendi- 
ture, 


The Second Plan has enumerated some constraints in utilising full poteh- 
tial of Lhe private sector, Since inadequate infrastructural facilities 
may act as an impediment in investment, there is need for substantial 
complementary inveatment by the public sector in developing power, trans- 
port and communication system. The amount of equity finance has to be 
increased through the development of an efficient capital market which 
would work as a mobiliser of emall savings. The equity support facili- 
ties of the underwriting and debenture finance consortium sponsored by 
the [CB in association with other financing organisations have to be 
extended to all types of viable projects. Effective institutional 
framework for identifying viable projects and adequate flow of informa- 
tion for attracting investment in the viable projects by the private 
sector. Government measures for industrial information dissemination 
will be required to be supported by chambers of commerce and industries 
through their industrial information cells. Usually investment propo- 
sals are not supported by proper market survey and other technical de- 
tails. This is due to the fact that the prospective investors do not 
have entrepreneurial experience. 


The draft Second Plan has realistically referred to other problems 
hindering private investment which needs to be attended to promptly. 
These are allotment of industrial lands, clearance of the controller of 
capital issues, assurance of timely supply of power, industrial 
licences and the like. Besides local consultancy services including 
market survey, technical and economic feasibi’ ity studies and related 
matters have to be geared up. The Bangladeshis earning wages abroad 
should be provided with the details of investment schedule and an in- 
stitutional framework should be evolved to attract and utilise their 
earnings. The liberal imports under Wage Earners Scheme have to be 
dovetailed to the specific requirements consistent with the ‘{.dustrial- 
isation policy of the country. The Chambers of Commerce and Industries 
and the Investment promotion centres would have to play a more effec- 
tive role in this regard. Existing fiscal discrepancies regarding 
import tariffs on raw materials and finished goods that discourage 
growth of import substituting industries have to be removed. 


For wider dispersal of industries an initial industrial base have to 
be developed in the less developed areas by setting up industrial 

estates with ancillary infrastructural facilities. For promotion of 
small industries BSCIC will have to take the lead. According to the

“lt bellewe the Moslem teachers and scholars have understood that the prob- 
lem of security te set only the task of the security agencies, but also 
represents the obligation of the entire community,” Sudomo said of his 
weeting with the Moslem leaders. If necessary, he said, similar meetings 
will be organized in other regions.

PRESS REPORTS ON LABOR PROBLEMS 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 10 Jul 80 ppl, 9 


(Excerpts) Imam Churmen, deputy chairman of Commission IV of Parliament, 
yesterday expressed surprise over Minister of Manpower and Resettlement 
Harun Zain's appraisal to the effect that laborers' complaints to Parlia- 
ment have been blown out of proportions and engineered by a third party. 


According to Imam Churmen (of Unity and Reconstruction Party), press 
coverage of labor problems has been fair and factual without exaggeration. 
Facts showed the existence of a rising tendency of labor complaints ad- 
dressed to Parliament; even workers of a candy manufacturing company have 
lodged complaints before Parliament. All this was due to the failure on 
the part of proper authorities in settling labor disputes, all efforts 
notwithstanding. 


Said Imam Churmen: "We have never broached the subject whether the visita- 
tion of laborers to Parliament was promoted by a third party or even ninth 
party. If their intentions are good, that is, to give a sense of direction 
in their search for truth and justice, what's wrong with that?" 


His statement was supported by his fellow partyman M. Djafar Siddiq who is 
also member of Commission IV. Both jointly stated that the minister of 
manpower and resettlement should not a priori or rashly point an accusing 
finger, but should view the problem objectively. The question involves 
the life and death of laborers and their dependents, whether to go hungry 
or to get a substantial meal. It is these feelings that prompted them to 
lodge complaints with Parliament. If a solution cannot be reached at the 
lower echelon, what's wrong if they subsequently bring forward their 
grudges before the representatives of the people. 


Indeed, during the past 2 years, people representing various regions and 
all walks of life have descended upon Parliament. According to statistics 
compiled by this newspaper, the incidence of complaints has been on the 
increase, particularly those involving land and labor problems, but not 
all of them were duly reported by the mass media, because their visitations 
to Parliament, whether singly or in a delegation, happened to be eclipsed 
by some other urgent matters. 
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Minister of Manpower and Resettlement Harun Zain's statement, which evoked 
comment by the deputy chairman of Parliament's Commission IV, was made at 
the opening of "National Work Conference of the Department of Manpower and 
Resettlement for 1980-81" in Jakarta last Monday. On that occasion, he 
atated that workers’ complaints to Parliament had often been grossly exag- 
gerated by the press and this created the impression that Indonesia's Labor 
situation had become serious. Ino fact, the situation is not that serious. 


By way of example, only 15 cases of major labor disputes have been sub- 
mitted to the “upper echelon" until now. All cases took place in the 
Jabotabek (Jakarta, Bogor, Tangerang and Bekasi) area, Observations show 
that only 6 cases were sponsored by an individual without the foreknowledge 
of the relevant labor unton, namely, Labor Union for Job Opportunities 
(SBLP)., 


In seeking solutions of labor disputes in the private sector, both Imam 
Churmen and Djafar Siddiq agreed that it ie necessary for the technical 
department of the authorities concerned to take an active part. A Super- 
visory Council of National Labor (DPPN) as suggested by All-Indonesia 
Workers’ Federation (FBSL) should be set up, and sanctions against enter- 
prises which fail to carry out labor regulations appropriately should be 
strictly enforced.

$2.41 BILLION NEEDED TO BUILD THREE OIL REFINERIES 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 10 Jul 80 p 2 


(Text) The minister of mines and energy has set up a Financial Work Team 
for Developing Oil Refineries, in view of the huge costs needed to develop 
oil refineries in Balikpapan and Cilacap. 


This team was organized by virtue of Decision No 620/1980 of the minister 
of mines and energy, dated 4 June 1980. It comprises 18 members--5 from 
Pertamina, 4 from the Department of Finance, 4 from the Board of National 
Development Planning, 2 from the Bank of Indonesia and 3 from the Depart- 
ment of Mines and Energy. Chairman of the team is H.E.E. Hantoro, director 
of the Directorate for the Development of Oil and Gas (MIGAS), while 
Sumaryoko Sumosudirdjo, also of the MIGAS directorate general, serves as 
secretary. 


Funding for the development of oil refineries in Balikpapan and Cilacap 
is estimated at $1.7 billion. Add another refinery in East Indonesia 
planned for completion by 1986, and the total fund needed would come up 
to $2.41 billion, or more than 1.5 trillion rupiahs. (Balikpapan $950 
million, Cilacap $750 million and East Indonesia $710 million). 


The formation of this team was deemed necessary, because the oil refineries 
in Balikpapan and Cilacap must be completed by 1982, and so a mechanism to 
raise the enormous funds must be set up within a short period. In the mean- 
time, a news source in the Department of Mines and Energy revealed that 
Fluor Engineers and Constructors, Inc., which acts as general contractors, 
considers it difficult to complete the expansion program of the Cilacap 
refinery by 1982. According to Fluor's calculation, this project will not 
be completed until around March, 1983. 


On the other hand, Bethtel, Inc., which serves as general contractors for 
the development/expansion of the Balikpapan refinery, stated that it can 
finish the job by the end of 1982. 


Pertamina will serve as executors for the development of both refineries 
and the contruction of a hydrocracker plant in Dumai. As regards their 
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financing, the government has decided to raise the funds through an export 
credit system in which the government, but not Pertamina, will act as the 
borrower through the Bank of Indonesia. 


The Balikpapan oll refinery will have a daily capacity of 200,000 barrels, 
including 45,400 barrels of “super mogas" from ite crude ofl refinery 

and hydrocracker plant, 56,300 barrels of kerosene, 77,700 barrels of ADO, 
7,700 barrels of fuel ofl and 9,200 barrels of IDO. The Cilacap refinery, 
with a daily capacity of 200,000 barrels, will produce 42,100 barrels of 
premium gasoline, 29,600 barrels of kerosene, 56,300 barrels of ADO and 
38,900 barrels of fuel oil. Both refineries will use domestic raw mate- 
rials, and with their completion, it is hoped that Indonesia will be self- 
sufficient in fuels by 1982. 


Indonesia's dependence on foreign fuels must be quickly overcome, because 
since 1979 it has become more and more difficult to obtain fuels in the 
international market, particularly kerosene and diesel, while the produc- 
tion capacity of refineries in Southeast Asia has been dwindling. On the 
other hand, Indonesia's requirements of fuels have been on the increase. 





One of the tasks of the Financial Work Team for Developing Oil Refineries 
is to give a guideline to Pertamina's refinery development project, con- 
cerning financial procedures in conformity with existing regulations. 
Another task would be to receive and resolve financial problems submitted 
by the leadership of Pertamina's Refinery Development Project and then to 
give recommendations to the Committee for the Direction of Oil Refinery 
Development which is headed by the minister of mines and energy. In this 
case, the committee also serves as developer and director of the Financial 
Work Team for Developing 011 Refineries. In carrying out its tasks, this 
team is responsible to the minister of mines and energy, while all costs 
for this team will be shouldered by Pertamina's budget. 


Whereas the two oil refineries to be built in Balikpapan and Cilacap will 
be completely government-owned, the oft-discussed hydrocracker plant in 
Dumai will be a joint venture between Pertamina and foreign enterprises. 


This plant will be used to produce low sulphur waxy residues which, at 
present, are abundantly produced by the existing refineries in Dumai. This 
product is difficult to market, and it requires a lot of space. Some 

3 million barrels of low sulphur waxy residues can be produced monthly in 
the nine oil refineries in Indonesia. By means of a hydrocracker plant, 
these residues can be transformed into kerosene, solar, premium, petroleum 
coke and others. Thus, a portion of crude oil which usually was refined 

to produce fuels for domestic consumption can be exported now. 


The government will stipulate strict conditions for the development of the 
joint-venture hydrocracker plant. For example, the credit needed for its 
development must not worsen the government's obligation of debt repayment. 
The establishment of this joint venture will not get any financial guarantee 
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rom the government or Pertamina, either directly or indirectly. Financial 
risks and the operations of the project are to be entirely borne by the 
joint venture, and repayment of its debts shall be made through sales of 
its products. 


in ite initial stage, the foreign partner, namely, Hebrides of Spain, 

holds majority stock, and Pertamina has the option to buy the shares from 
its partner in stages until all shares are owned by Pertamina (in the long 
run). A source in Pertamina said that the wwnership equity of Pertamina 
and Hebrides are $160 million, export credit from Spain $290 million, from 
Austria $150 million and from banks (with American Express as their leader) 
about $200 million. All these bring up the total to $800 million only, 
whereas the development of this hydrocracker plant in Dumai is estimated 

to require about $950 million. 


To take up this matter of a hydrocracker plant in Dumai, President Soeharto 
has set up a Guiding and Supervisory Team for Development which is chaired 
by the minister of trade and cooperatives. Its membership is composed of 
the minister of mines and energy and the minister of finance. The process 
scheme for this hydrocracker plant, called "Universal Oil Products (UOP)," 
has been picked by the Body for Investigation, Development and Technology 
(BPPT). Centurion Technicas Reunidas of Spain, already experienced in 
constructing two hydrocracker plants in Spain and a third one in Argentina, 
has been appointed general contractors.

MINIMUM WAGE--President Soeharto has agreed to give the All-Indonesia Work- 
ers' Federation (FBSI) an opportunity to strive for a “minimum wage" for 
Indonesian workers. FBSI will attempt to formulate a set of regulations 

in a forthcoming Pancasila Workshop for Labor Relations. This was divulged 
by Agus Sudono, FBSI general chairman at Bina Graha yesterday, after report- 
ing to the president on the outcome of the International Labor Organization 
(ILO) conference held in Geneva recently. He could not say yet how much 
money would constitute a "minimum wage" for an Indonesian worker. The 
amount will vary, depending on the conditions of the area where he works. 
"But the late Bung Hatta [one-time Indonesian vice president] once sug- 
gested that the minimum wage for a laborer in Indonesia should be equiva- 
lent to 5 kgs of rice per day,” said Agus Sudono. In the forthcoming work- 
shop, FBSI will try to use the standard suggested by Bung Hatta. In his 
opinion, the prevailing wage of the majority of laborers is still below 

the said standard. He admitted that only 40 percent of all laborers in 
Indonesia are earning a “living wage." “The remaining 60 percent get paid 
below 600 rupiahs per day," said the FBSI general chairman. [Excerpts]

HISTORY OF DEVELOPMENT OF PAKISTAN-IRAQ RELATIONS REVIEWED 
Lahore NAWA-I-WAQT in Urdu 4 Aug 80 p 5 


[Article by Masud Javed Himdani: "The Truth About Pakistan-Iraq Rela- 
tions") 


[Text] Relations between Iraq and Afghanistan have been friendly for a 
long period. These relations were maintained during the era of the mon- 
archy in Iraq and after the military junta led by ‘Abd al-Karim Qasim 
seized power. 


After the 1958 revolution, Iraq quit the Baghdad Pact and its foreign 
policy began to reflect an anti-Western and pro-Soviet attitude. Mean- 
while, Pakistan was an active member of the SEATO and CENTO Pacts. Never- 
theless, ‘Abd al-Karim Qasim still supported close relations with Pakistan 
as he was sensitive to the problems Pakistan was facing. Iraq never gave 
an impression of being in favor of India during his rule. Brig Qasim 
stated time and again that he considered Pakistan as his second home, and, 
during his rule, both countries stayed close. 


Qasim's successors, Gen ‘Abd al-Salam and Gen Abd al-Rahman, followed the 
same policy toward Pakistan. All this came to an end when Gen Hasan al- 
Bakr seized power with the cooperation of the Ba'th party. This new 
government was more interested in India than in Pakistan. Pakistan, which 
has been the target of India's aggression a number of times, could not but 
dislike this change [in Iraq's attitude]. 


Pakistan had to join SEATO and CENTO to protect itself from India which 
was bent upon destroying Pakistan with Russian help. This was proved by 
India's action in Eastern Pakistan in 1971. At this point, the Pakis- 
tanis did not mind the fact that Iraq was for some reason giving them the 
cold shoulder. What the Pakistanis did not like was Iraq's total neglect 
of the rights of our Muslim brethern in Kashmir, a: 1 Iraq's efforts to 
become friendly with India. 


At any rate, the relationship between Iraq and Pakistan, following all 
these local and international political developments, could not be labeled 
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‘lendly. Tension between the two countries reached a climactic point a 

few years ago when a ecandal broke out about some arma arriving mysteriously 
in Pakietan. One reason for the teneton between Iraq and Pakistan ie their 
outlooks on socialiem, Perhaps the government of lraq wanted to help those 
elements in Pakistan that wanted to eatablieh this new ideology. The 
second reason could be Soviet pressure. 


However, Iraq's government realized in time that friendship with Pakistan 
could be mutually beneficial. At the same time, the Iraqis found out that 
the Soviets had established "celle" in all Iraqi government departments, 
especially in the army. This led to the collapse of the Iraqi-Soviet rela- 
tionship. Thus, Iraq extended its hand of friendship to ite old friends. 
This was a wise step. Iraq tried to make friends with Saudi Arabia too. 

It ie a matter of great joy that Iraq, which used to make threats to Saudi 
Arabia, has declared that any attack on Saudi Arabia would be considered 

an attack on Iraq. 


Renewal of Iraqi-Pakistani relations was natural. These relations had 
withered when Iraq drew close to Russia, and now blossomed when Iraq's re- 
lationship with Russia collapsed. The importance of [Iraq's] friendship 
with Pakistan might have been influenced by Reza Shah's (view of Iran as 

a big power?). It is also possible that Saudi Arabia demanded that Iraq 
be friendly with its sincere friend Pakistan. It is possible that, after 
reviewing Russian aggression, the Iraqi government decided that friendship 
with Pakistan was inevitable. But whatever the reason, the present rulers 
of Lraq have shown their broadmindedness in reestablishing Pakistani-Iraqi 
friendship. 


This writer traveled to Iraq in July 1958 on the invitation of its govern- 
ment. A number of officers told this writer that the Iraqi government 
wanted to establish friendly relations with Pakistan. In order to empha- 
size this desire, the Iraqi government hired Pakistani technicians and man- 
power for many of its development projects. According to one estimate, at 
least 20,000 Pakistanis are now working in Iraq. 


Another reason for Iraq's interest in Pakistan could be Pakistan's air 
force and the need for training personnel in various departments of the 
Iraqi air force. Pakistani Air Force instructors in Iraq have demonstrated 
that they consider Iraq an ally. They provided the best possible service, 
and did not interfere in Iraq's internal affairs. Pakistani technicians 
were greatly praised by the Iraqi government for their hard work and ex- 
pertise. Iraq would like more Pakistani companies to take over construc- 
tion and development projects. 


President Saddam Hussein is an active and dynamic leader. He is a serious 
person and his efforts to establish friendly relations with Pakistan and 
Saudi Arabia reflect his personal interest and efforts. By openly condem- 
ing the Russian aggression in Afghanistan, he has not only taken the side 
of humanity and justice, but has also shown his agreement with Pakistan's

Located in Cavite and Laguna, the 
project’ comprises three subproject 
areas, namely the Cavite friar lands 
(13,160 ha), Pagsanjan (930 ha) and 
Fast Bay (350 ha) with a combined 
irrigable area of about 14,440 ha.
